I be^‘  to  present  inv  Aniuinl  Report  tor  the  \’enr 
1910-  the  fourth  that  I h;i\e  had  tlie  pri\ilep'e  ot  pre- 
paring'. 

d'his  (191  ])  is  a Ciensus  ^■t•al■,  and  the  estimated 
po['iulation  of  the  District  toi'  se\'eral  \'ear.<;  past  are 
prohabK'  incorrect  to  an  aj'ipieciable  depi'ee.  So  tar 
as  the\'  po  tlie  mortalit\'  lipures  toi'  '1910  are  ii n la\  oii r- 
ab’.e,  both  as  I'epards  the  peneral  death  rate  aiul  tiie 
ndantile  moiTalit\'.  d'he  foi'iner  will  prc'ibabh'  recpdre 
rectit\  inp'  when  the  Census  f'lpures  are  published  ; but 
the  latter  is  a more  exact  tipure,  as  it  is  based  upon 
the  population  of  the  district.  It  is  1 7 ()  per  1,000 
biiths,  and  is  the  hiphest  for  the  past  ten  \'ears  with 
the  exception  of  1904-  when  it  was  19T. 

'The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  has 
also  been  of  a very  satisfactoi'v  chaiacter.  Un- 
torlunateh’  one  case  ol  Scarlet  ["ever  was  amonp'  the 
same  breakinp'  the  pood  I'ecord  of  the  two  pi'eceedinp' 
}ears,  but  this  was  more  than  balanced  bv  the  absence 
of  diphthei'ia. 


Durinp  the  vear  Orders  or  Repulations,  u.suallv 
accompanied  bv  MemoVanda  or  Circulars  have  been 
issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  with  repard  to 
I'own  l^lanninp',  Countv  Medical  Officei's  of  llealth, 
duties  and  appointment  ot  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
and  Inspectors  ot  Nuisances.  Provision  and  Adminis- 
tration ot  Diphtheritic  Antitoxin,  and  Prevention  of 
Plap'ue. 

I'he  New  Order  as  to  the  duties  ot  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  and  Inspector  of  Nuisances  throws 
increased  work,  especially  of  a clerical  nature,  on  these 
officer  and  will  amonp*  thinps  add  to  the  bulk  of 
annual  reports. 


Ive  the  Circular  Letter  issued  iu  December  the 
attention  of  vour  Council  re  the  amali^amation  ot 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  two  or  more  districts 
with  those  of  Medical  Officer  to  Workhouse  and  a 
District  parish  etc.,  was  drawn  thereto  and  tor  this 
area  could  easily  and  satisfactorily  be  put  into  torce 
if  the  expenses  incurred  were  not  so  seiiously  con- 
sidered and  later  this  will  follow  compulsorily  in  my 
opinion. 

d'he  Rei^idations  as  to  down  Idanniny  are  ot 
special  impoi'tance  to  a town  like  this  which  depends 
tor  its  future  prospeiit\’  entii'el}'  upon  the  attiactions 
that  it  presents  to  Residents.  It  may  safely  be 
prophesie(.l  that  districts  w ill  suffer,  however  fav  ourable 
their  vital  statistics  where  the  couise  of  devek^pment 
is  not  founded  upon  nunlei'n  principles. 

ddie  pid'kic  health  aspects  are  of  equal  importance. 

ddie  following  is  a statistical  summarv  ot  the 
birth  and  death  rates  toi'  the  \ ecu'  as  conqvared  with 
the  rates  tcw  Isnqkuui  and  Wales  duiinq  the  same 
pericwi.

REPORT. 

The  area  of  the  district  in  statute  acres  (exc1usi\  e 
of  ai'ea  covered  by  water)  is  2.389  T f t. 

Tlie  physical  features  and  g'eneral  character  of  tlie 
district  remained  unchanged.  d'he  geological  torm- 
ation  cT'  the  larger  portions  of  the  distinct  is  gravel, 
with  Skiddaw  slate  and  limestone  on  the  boundary 
covered  in  parts  with  glacial  dritts,  boulder  clay  and 
waterborne  sediment,  sand  and  gravel.  The  town  is 
intersected  b\'  two  ver\'  fast  flowing'  rivers,  the  Cocker 
which  tlows  from  lake  C'rummock  and  joins  the  other, 
tiie  Herwent  (which  ilows  from  lakes  Derwent  water 
and  Bassenthwaite),  about  the  centre  ot  the  town. 

I'he  climate  is  \ erv  variable.  'The  prevailing  winds 
are  from  the  south  west  with  a heavv  rainfall. 

d'he  inhabitants  consist  c>t  retired  tradespeople, 
persons  in  \aiitnis  forms  of  busines,  includiiig  a 
ihreatl  mill,  brewer\',  timber  \'ai'd,  and  iron  foundiA', 
but  the  maioritv  are  either  directly  tu'  indireclb’ 
dej^endent  upon  agricidture  lor  a livelihooii,  although 
a certain  percentage  wtu'k  at  the  cjuarries  anil  coal- 
mines. 

d'he  Housing',  d'own  Planning  etc.  Act,  1909, 
came  into  force  at  the  latter  end  of  that  year. 
l\.egulations  were  issued  b\'  the  Lcical  CoN'ernmeut 
Ifoard  in  September  of  the  \ear  under  review.  'There 
are  probabl)'  td'ioul  l,Un()  houses  that  will  ha\’e  to  be 
inspected  and  I suggest  that  about  one  quai  terof  these 
be  \isited  each  year.  This  has  in  fact  been  nearly 
accomplished  in  cei'tain  }ears,  but  although  records 
have  latterly  been  kept  as  to  the  conditions  found, 
these  ha\e  not  been  in  detail  ;is  requiied  by  the  Regu- 
lations, nor  have  they  been  indexed  for  future  refei'ence 
and  this  difficulty  in  complying  with  the  Ivegulations 
causes  increased  work',  and  in  accomplishing  this 
clerical  woi'k  as  well,  the  duties  are  most  excessive. 

'I'he  initial  visit  to  a cottage  forms  only  a small 
portion  of  the  inspection,  since  frequent  yisits  have  to 
be  paid  subsequently,  in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  im- 
provements have  been  duly  carried  out  by  the  owmer 
or  occupier  as  the  case  may  be,  and  moreover  full 
details  ot  each  cottage  must  be  noted  whethei' 
nuisances  are  found  or  not. 
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I'he  housing'  and  Town  Planning*  Act,  1909  has 
engaged  tlie  attention  of  tlie  Council  and  tlieir  Officers. 
In  Ideceniber  a C'onference  was  held  at  Carlisle  ot 
Medical  Officers  of  the  Count\'  along'  with  the  Countv 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  consider  the  best  means 
of  cari'\  ing'  out  the  pi'(*>visions  td  the  Act  and  securing' 
uniformitv  as  far  as  possible  emploN'ed  in  different 
districts.  'I'he  attention  of  the  Committee  was  called 
to  Ixeg'ulations  to  consider  the  Officer  whom  they 
would  desig'iiate  to  act  and  the  Inspector  ot  Xuisances 
ttu'  vour  district  was  appointed.  d he  necessary  cards 
have  been  procured  and  the  woi  k has  begun.  'Phis 
natui'allv  will  take  some  time  to  accomplish. 

According'  to  the  1901  Census  the  population  was 
r),,');');'),  and  the  figures  0,410  ha\e  been  adopted  a^-;  the 
e.stimated  population  upon  which  all  these  statistics  are 
based.  'Phis  1 am  atraid  will  j^roxe  toti  high  when  the 
1911  Census  returns  are  ]*'ublished. 

I'he  numbei'  of  inhabited  houses  was  lound  to  be 
1,900  wdiich  gi\'es  an  average  number  ot  persons  per 
house  as  4‘0  ; at  the  Census  it  was  Cl. 

d'he  densit\'  of  the  population  of  the  town  is  about 
9 '90  pei'  acre. 

ddiere  w^ei'e  registered  in  the  district  19>0  births  (09 
Males  and  71  I'emales). 

Ilii'ths  in  town-  -Males,  07;  I'emales  09,  'Po»al  IIG. 
Pirths  in  W'orkhouse  -Males,  9;  P'emales  19,  dotal  14. 
Ot  these  19)0  births,  97  u'ere  illegitimate  (8  males  aiul 
19  females,  including  1 male  and  11  females  in  the 
W orkhouse).  ddiere  were  G births  less  than  in  1909. 

I'he  birth-rate  tor  the  vear  is  ec|ual  lo  94 '0  per 
1,000,  that  tor  last  }'ear  was  90  T.  d'he  average  for 
the  ten  years  1900-1909  urns  99 '9.  d'he  birth-rate  for 
Png'land  and  Wales  for  1910  was  94'8per  1,000.  d'he 
percentage  of  illegitimate  to  total  birtlis  is  90 '71)  or 
1 ’GO  per  cent  higher  than  for  1909. 

d'he  total  nuniber  of  deaths  registered  was  117.

d'he  uncorrected  death-rate  is  equal  to  21-6  per

Lindei'  one  year,  :md  a decrease  of  one  under  fitr.een, 
one  under  tweiitv-hve  ; eipht  under  sixty-five  ; and  one 
o\'er  sixtv-live. 

Durinp'  the  year  three  Inquests  were  held,  one  an 
illepitimate  feimde  child,  one  day  old,  verdict  “luitural 
causes,”  one  a male  aped  forty-six  years  ‘‘injuries 
from  a fall  (accident),”  and  the  third  a male  aped  sixty 
years,  “ accidenttdlv  scalded.” 

Two  deaths  were  uncertified,  one  a female  infant 
aped  one  month,  “ natural  causes,”  the  other  a female 
aped  five  months,  ‘ ‘ convidsions. ” 
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Caiicet'  proved  fatal  in  tour  cases  willi  a rate  of 
'Td  per  1,000,  as  against  1 "66  per  1,000  in  the  preceed- 
inc;'  )’ear. 

Plithisis—  'J'here  were  thirteen  deaths  rei^istered 
as  heins^  due  to  phthisis  puhnonalis.  Besides  the 
abo\e  h\'e  deaths  were  assigned  tc'*  caher  forms  of 
tuhercidar  disease.

Pulmonary  'rubercuiosis  is  not  notifiable  in  the 
District  and  during  the  past  vear  three  cases  were  re- 
ported under  “ I'lie  Public  Health  ( d'uberculosis) 
Regulations,  190S.'’ 

rubercuiosis  in  its  vari(nis  foi'ins  has  for  many 
veai's  been  known  to  be  associated  with  insanitarx^ 
surroundings  and  bad  conditions  of  life.  Dweliinqs  in 
coui'ts  and  alleys — often  damp,  dark,  dirty,  and  so 
constructed  that  foul  uud  foeted  atmosphere  takes  the 
place  of  sunliqht  and  puie  air — are  the  breediiii^' 
places  for  tubeiculosis,  and  conditions  approximating' 
to  these,  whether  of  the  home,  the  school,  the  work- 
shop, or  place  of  business,  favour  its  growth  and 
spread,  and  it  is  wdth  conditions  such  as  these  that  its 
prevalence  is  notorious.  Poverty,  intemperance,  ill 
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feeding',  pi'ejudicial  haiVits,  occupation,  anylhinp'  iu 
lact  which  tends  to  debilitate  or  to  lower  the  constitu- 
tion increases  susceptibility  to  the  disease.  x\  minute 
micro  organism,  which  at  certain  stapes  of  the  disease 
is  pi\  en  oft  by  the  consumptive  patient,  usually  from 
the  limps,  and  under  the  conditions  described,  is 
capable  of  transmittinp-  the  disease  to  the  healthy.  It 
is  also  capable  of  beinp'  transmitteel  in  quite  another 
way,  namely,  from  animals  to  man,  more  especially 
throuph  the  milk  ot  a tuberculous  cow  ; indeed,  some 
eminent  experts  repai  d this  latter  as  of  more  importance 
as  a source  ot  inteclion  than  the  communicalftli t v trom 
person  to  person  ; the  safest  canirse,  how'exer,  is  to 
recop'iiise  the  danper  tft  eacfi. 

Jt  is  the  close,  dark,  dii  txp  ill  \ entilated  and  over- 
crowded cowshed  which  tawnirs  the  disease  in  the  cow, 
just  as  similar  surroundinps  favour  it  in  the  human 
Lwinp'. 

d'he  liabilit\'  ot  transmission  ti'om  person  tc'>  jTei'son 
is  ver\’  \ariable  and  is  aftecteLl  b\'  various  conditions  ; 
in  earlN'  stap'es  ot  phthisis  and  in  tuberculosis  ot  internal 
orp'ans  cUher  than  the  limps  the  risk  is  small,  if  anv, 
but  where  there  is  copious  expectoration  larp'e 
quantities  of  the  tubercle  bacilli  may  be  discharp'ed, 
which  may  be  dispersed  in  the  act  ot  coup'hinp'  or 
sneeziiip,  and  inhaled  or  swalftnved  bv  others.  A care- 
less patient  in  bad  surroundinps  mav  easilv  become  a 
scuii'ce  ot  danper. 

d'he  susceptibilit\’  ot  the  indi\'idual  who  inhales  or 
swallows  the  bacilli  varies  ; constitutional  predis- 
position, the  habits,  the  occupation,  the  intemperance 
ot  the  exposed  person  may  prepare  the  way  for  it.  In 
numberless  cases  the  likelihood  is  that  the  bacillus  is 
swallowed  or  inhaled  without  any  ill  effect. 

It  w'ill  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  consumpti\^e 
patient  must  not  be  ahvavs  and  under  all  circumstance's 
reparded  as  a source  ot  danper  to  others. 

Dr.  Miles  .-^Vrnold  of  the  Manchester  Dealth  Depart- 
ment in  a lecture  spoke  of  the  p'ospel  of  the  open  win- 
dow. “ He  even  thoupht  it  was  a pity  that  air  did  not 
P'et  distinctl}'  discoloured  by  use  like  waiter  as  in  the 
case  of  water,  air  p'ot  dirty,  but  unfortunately  people 
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did  not  see  it  and  some  inclined  and  even  found  w ishfid 
to  use  the  same  aii'  o\'ei'  and  ovei‘  attain.  I'hat  was  as 
threat  a mislake  as  wasliinc;  the  face  with  diit\’  watei'. 
I’eople  liad  an  ext  lau^rdi na iw  custcun  ed  opening;'  the 
window'  when  the  occupants  left  the  room  and  closini;- 
the  windows  when  the\'  went  into  a room,  the  I'everse 
should  be  the  case.  In  hedi\ioms  theie  was  no  excuse 
for  keeping  tlie  wundows  closed.  People  went  about 
the  sti'eets  all  da\’  with  their  faces  anti  necks  exposed 
to  the  ail  > but  it  was  an  exti  aordinaiw'  tiling'  that 
practicalb'  e\  er\  bod\'  was  afraid  to  h;t\  e the  bedi  oom 
windows  (.'ipen  when  they  ^ot  into  bed  and  had  the 
whole  of  their  bodi«is  coxered  with  warm  clolhiiii^  with 
the  exception  of  the  face  and  neck  there  wns  no 
pos.sible  reason  wh\'  the  windows  slumid  lud  be  wide 
open  and  the\’  waniid  feel  \ eiw  much  better  as  a con- 
secjuence.”  With  the  abo\e  remarks  I perfectU'  a^iee 
but  unfortunateK’  our  climatic  conditions  leneler  it 
necesstiiw  that  some  w indow  should  be  dex  i.sed  wherelw 
the  storm  and  lain  cannot  blow  in.  \et  at  the  same 
lime  the  full  maximum  of  tiesh  air  be  oiaaincLl. 


During'  the  \ear  on  pi'emises  wheie  patients  h id 
died  frmn  consumption  disinfection  wa^  cairied  out. 
If  .Medical  Pract i t icmers  weie  to  at.l\ise  .sufferers' 
relatives,  nume  readilx'  could  this  be  done. 


Act  W'orkin^'  of  the  Midwixes'  .\ct,  11)02.  d his  .Act 

is  administered  iw  a Ccunmittee  ot  the  Countx'  Council 
and  I atn  appointed  their  local  inspeclvU'.  fhere  are 
tin  ee  reii'istered  midxxixes  in  tiie  district  or  cuie  more 
than  1901).  1 haxe  rei'iiknlx'  xisited  them  at  their  oxxm 

homes,  inspecting  their  rectister  of  cases  and  bai;s  cd 
appliances,  arid  furnished  quarterly  reports  of  such 
inspections  to  the  Cxnintx’  Council  through  the  Medical 
Ofitcer  of  Hetilth.

It  has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  adopt  ^ 

Notification  of  Births  xAct,  as  only  three  out  of  twenty- 
three  deaths  were  those  of  illegitimate  children, 
although  t wentv-se\’en  births  were  renisiered. 

Of  the  eightv-eight  deaths  I'egistered  no  fewer  seniie  iieatii- 
than  twent\'-nme  had  attained  the  age  ot  sixty-hve 
years  and  upwaials,  which  gives  a senile  death-rate  of 
-‘)4’9  pet  cent  of  total  deaths  against  dt'48  per  cent  for 
the  \'ear  1 909. 

'The  zymotic  deaths  in  1910  were  three  in  number,  Zymotic  Death- 
one  due  to  .Measles  and  two  to  Oiairhoea  which  gives 
an  annual  rate  uf  O'da  per  1,000  as  conp'iai'ed  with  0'1<S 
per  1,000  in  1909.  'The  rate  for  Ifngland  and  Wales 
in  1910  was  0‘99  per  1,000.

'There  are  reijistered  in  the  district  txxo  caunmon 
lodi^iiii.f  luHises,  one  in  Sullart  Street,  ^md  the  other  m 
Kirkyate.  Both  are  old  buildiims  tmd  the  same  haxe 
been  frequently  xisited  by  the  Inspector  tmd  myself.

(.d  a Hone  Holler.  I hen  as  in  the  present  cases  tines 
were  imposed  Iw  the  M apisti'ates  Lw  each  offence. 

Theie  are  nineteen  Hake-houses  in  the  towm, 
elex'en  cit  which  ai'c  not  I'epislered.  't  hose  I'epistered 
w'ere  ulwavs  fouml  clean  and  I'epularly  limewashed  on 
inspection.  .Ml  use  the  C'rummock  water  suppl}'. 

'There  are  five  public  slauyhlei'  houses  in  Market 
l^lace  but  onl\'  two  are  utilised  bx’  the  Hutchers.  T'ixe 
slauphler  h nises  bekmpinp'  to  pnx  ate  indix  itluals  inside 
the  district.  Thex'  hax  e been  trequentlx'  inspected  and  on 
ihv  xvholu  kept  in  cleanlx'  condition.  One  ot  these  in  my 
L'»j'imK>n  is  fur  Irom  suitable  as  lepaials  situation 
and  sti  iicture.  A carcase  of  a Ccnv  W'hich  xxas  found 
to  be  diseased  xvas  seized  and  destroyed.  On  the  4th 
of  October  seven  boxes  of  kippers  xvere  seized  and 
destroxed,  thex'  beinq'  unlit  for  human  food. 

i here  are  ten  C'oxv  Keepei  s and  sixteen  .Milk- 
selleis  I'ep istei'exl  in  the  Distr  ict,  the  xxccupatixm  xxf  txvo 
cowshexls  has  ceasebt  and  txvo  nexv  ones  haxe  been 
put  into  use  aiul  lepistered.  During'  the  x'ear  sex'eral 
inspections  of  the  lepistered  Dairies,  Coxv-sheds  and 
Milk-shops  have  been  made.  'The  coxxs  in  Cocker- 
nunith  Cow-sheds  are  durinpt  the  xvinter  months  turned 
out  a porti(m  of  the  dax'  and  during'  summer  are  only 
housed  tor  milking  pur|Toses.  'This  must  materially 
benefit  the  health  of  the  animals,  I'he  quarterly 
reports  otyour  Veterinary  Surgeon  during'  the}ear  haxe 
been  most  satisfactorv.  'I'he  dairies  are  fairlv  w'ell 
ventilated  and  moderately  clean.  All  have  a water 
supply  laid  on.  'There  is  great  difficultv  in  getting  some 
of  the  owmers  to  keep  the  houses  free  from  accumidation

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manure.  Many  cows  recently  calved  are  brong-ht 
to  the  Auction  Marts  on  Moiubo  s for  sale  and  milked 
in  the  town.  d'his  milk  which  is  frecjuentlv  l)lood 
stained  is  not  fit  for  human  consumption. 

Under  this  Act  these  premises  were  inspected 
during-  the  year  in  order  to  ascertain  the  Sanitar\’ 
condition  and  live  written  notices  were  served  later, 

d'here  are  no  out- workers. 

d'he  systematic  monthly  inspections  of  the  town  bv 
\our  Sanitarv  Oflicials  h;i\'e  been  accomplished  through 
the  \'ear,  and  all  the  nuisances  obserx  ed  were  reported 
to  the  (ieneial  Ibirposes  Committee  tor  their  consider- 
ation. Among- these  max’  be  enumerated  choked  drains, 
defective  paxement,  yard  gullies  and  house  spouting, 
xvaste  of  water  trom  defectixe  cisterns,  reiiexval  ot 
water  serx'ice  pipes,  insanitar}-  closets  &c.  During  the 
year  under  rexaew  x ou  hax’e  reduced  to  a less  than  100 
teet  for  the  keeping  pigs  trom  anx'  dxx:elling.  'This  in 
mv  opinion  is  not  in  tlie  intere.sts  ot  the  public  health  of 
voiir  district.  On  sexeral  cxccasions  complaints  have 
been  verbally  received  that  effluxium  nuisances  have 
emanated  trom  a stream  named  d'om  l\udd. 

No  case  was  noted  during  ttiese  imspections. 

A ref>ailar  bi-xveeklv  collection  ot  domestic

refuse  and  a xveeklx'  collection  ot  traile  retiise  xxas 
maintained  thi-tHighvUit  the  toxvn  aiul  conxeyevi  to 
a refuse  tip  outside  the  toxxn. 

This  is  effected  by  public  scavanging.  In  my  Annual 
Report  of  1907  1 drexv  your  attention  to  the  question 
or  proper  moveable  receptacles  tor  the  house  retuse 
being  unsatistactorx". 

In  1907  a printed  handbill  was  left  at  every  house 
in  the  toxvn  calling  the  attention  of  the  inhabitants  to 
section  47  paragraph  1 of  the  Public  Health  Amend- 
ment Act  lb90  re  the  throwing  ot  ashes,  rubbish  &c. 
into  the  streams.  I'lie  rivers  Cocker  and  Derxvent 
are  polluted  by  sUg')  drainage  Nc. 
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I'he  public  sewers  of  the  lowu  hax’e  iiuderp'one 
the  usual  inspection  aiul  occasionally  deposits  have 
been  found,  but  adquate  llushinp'  and  other  means 
effected  their  removal.  At  the  out-fall  works  during' 
the  vear  the  walls  of  one  of  the  taid^s  have  been 
heiphteued  and  the  arranpement  tor  the  interception 
of  the  detritus  discharped  from  the  sewer  improved, 
d'bis  I trust  will  somewhat  I'emove  the  complaint  made 
in  m\-  annual  repoi  t toi'  1908  pape  17. 

d'he  supplv  tor  both  domestic  and  trade  purposes 
has  deen  sufficient  and  is  obtained  trom  the  Crummock 
Ciravitation  Scheme.  It  amounts  to  about  40  padlons 
per  head  per  daw  Complaints  at  times  have  been 
receixed  from  varyinp'  areas  of  the  oxidation  of  your 
serx  ice  pipe  and  those  haxe  alxvaws  receix'ed  attention. 
Jt  xvas  decided  that  the  toxvns'  mains  should  be  scraped 
and  duriup-  the  forthcominp'  xear  xvill  receive  attention.

In  August  last  a cai'case  of  a cow  wa.s  found  to  be  deseased  and  unlit  for 
linman  consumption  was  seized  and  destroyed. 


On  the  -fill,  of  Octobi'r  last  i boxes  of  Kijipcrs  were  .seized  and  de.stroyed 
as  they  were  found  to  be  unlit  for  human  food. 

On  the  Itith.  of  Februar}'  and  the  11th.  of  .May  respectively  it  was  found 
talit  Peter  F’'letchor  of  Long  Oroft  Tannery,  W’iudinill  Lane  was  still  carrying  the 
bu-siness  of  a Hone  Boiler  without  being  licensed  by  the  Council  to  carry  on  such 
a businc.ss.  lie  was  prosecuted  for  each  offence  and  fines  were  imposed  by  the 
Magistrates, 


A regalar  l)i-\r>'ekl3' c ^llection  of  doiusstic  refuse  aiul  a weekly  collecfiou 
of  trade  refuse  is  niaiiitaiued  throughout  the  town.  All  the  sewers  have  bo''n 
regularly  flushed  and  kept  elean.  The  wails  of  one  of  the  tanks  at  the  sewage 
locks  have  been  heightened  and  the  arrangement  for  the  interception  of  the  detritus 
disohai-g«d  from  the  sewer  improved.
